J the Supreme Court, died during 
the night at his summer home at 
Stockbridge, Mass., at the age of 
HO, il was announced here today. 


The announcement was 
made 


by John W. Cragun, Washington 
'Attorney, who was law clerk to Jus- 


tice Sutherland when he retired 
from the Supreme Court in 1938. 


A heart attack some time dur- 


ing the night was the 
cause of 


death, Cragun said. The juslice was 


i#ound dead in bed Ihis morning at 
"the hotel (Red Lion Inn) where he 
was staying. 


Mrs. Sutherland w a s 
under- 


stood to have been with him.

"Over optimism, t h o u g h 


moved by patriolism can read- 
ily burden our war effort with a 
disservice. II can mislakcnly 
label this preliminary struggle 
to stem Ihe lidc of aggression 
as Ihe final phase in which our 
own liberty will be running ir- 
rcslibly high. By encouraging 
impractical 
and 
premature 


hopes, it can unconsciously and 
inadvertently minimize the long 
monlhs of struggle and sacrifice 
thai probably lie ahead. 


"Certainly it is more pleasant 


to print good news than bad. 
Indeed what could 
be more 


pleasant than to believe that 
danger no longer threatens us? 


"Our enemy would like to 


have Iho Press default on its 
obligation to the people. A vic- 
ious undercurrent of rumor has 
been circulated to Ihe effect 
that some mysterious power in 
Washington will clamp down on 
the Press unless it transforms 
itself into a carbon copy edition 
of the enemy press. The Press 
of course is too intelligent lo be 
misled by such fantastic propa- 
ganda. 


"The Press understands the 


need for the censorship of mil- 
ilary and naval facls; no one is 


field lefl open lo il by military 
censorship the Press knows il is 
absolutely free to perform ils 
constitutional function. It knows 
the government will fight to the 
limit to defend its ability to 
carry out its national assign- 
ment. 


"The 
wartime job of the 
Press, therefore, as I see it, is 
not only to report viclories, but 
to analyze them with an eye to 
battles still in the future. It is 
also to report defeats and to 
analyze them, courageously and 
construclively. 


"We are fighling a peoples' 


war and therefore we need a 
free, vigilant and well informed 
Press to help lead on. 


"Now that we are mobilized, 


let us hope lhat Ihe enlire Press 
will report the somber, sober, 
grim facts of what we must 


"There is no room for hints 


fight for and how we must fight, 
that the fight is over. Every 
man, woman and child will 
know when the fighling is be- 
hind us."

It's Worse Than 
You Think 


Thai is unfortunate ,If the United 


Stales continues lo fiddle for a few 
more monlhs we may lose more 
critical bailies as a result. The 
loss of such battles—or campaigns 
—may cost thousands of American 
lives. 


It is unfortunate, also, because 


the essentials which concern the 
man in the slrcet arc not complex 
or mysterious, and have been re- 
peated in print and in spcch many 
limes. 


President Roosevelt's press con- 


ference statement lhat all civilian 
lires may have lo be seized should 
be Ihe lipoff, if there had been no 
olher. 


Presidenls with Mr. Roosevell's 


polilical asluleness do not even hint 
at such drastic steps until they are 
driven close to desperation. 


This may be repetitious, but it 


needs to be repeated until it sinks 
inlo the public mind or until we lose 
this war because we have shilly- 
shallied loo long. 


When Japan conquered most of 


the Far East, we lost the source of 
97 per cent of our rubber. 


We can get only a lillle from La- 


tin America. Most of Ihe deficit has 
to be made up out of synlhelic buna 
type rubber, whether that be made 
from petroleum or from grain al- 
cohol. 


For the Army, Navy, Air Corps, 


Maritime Commission and the mili- 
tary needs of our allies, Leon Hen- 
derson last month estimated mini- 
mum requirements of 663,000 tons 
of rubber this year.

Chinese Troops

Chungking, July 18 — (/P)— The 


Japanese garrison at reccnlly-cap- 
turcd Wenchow, a port in S o u t h 
Chekiang province, 
has 
been 


forced to retire under heavy Chin- 
ese pressure, the Central N e w s 
Agency reported today. 


Chinese forces were reported re- 


entering the city with the Japa- 
nese retreating 
toward 
Juian, 


13 miles to the south. 


The fall of Wenchow to 
the 


Japanese had been acknowledged 
by the Chinese command earlier 
this week following a scries of en- 
emy operations in 'the southeast. 


In North China, Central 
News 


said the Japanese 
had captured 


Hsiaoyi, in central Shansi prov- 
ince, after an engagement of sev- 
eral days. 


The news agency's account of the 


Chinese success at Wenchow ap- 
parently contained later news than 
was included in today's high com- 
mand report. 


The communique said (he enemy 


suffered heavy casualties about the 
port city and that the Chinese had 
gained the upper hand in hard fight- 
ing below Juian. 


The high command said Japa- 


nese forces based at Kangfeng, in 
eastern Kiangsi, were hurled back 
in attacks Thursday 
on

Gets Job Done

New York, July 18— (OP))— The 


army's new ration "K," a tabloid 
food supply developed to 
f e e d 


fighting men in the field, doesn't 
measure up to steak and onions— 
but it does the job. 


After a day's "guinea pig" ex- 


periment under army auspices, 
I 


feel certain that every soldier will 
be better fed, in the emergencis 
when he 
must resort to ration 


"K," than most civilian 
workers 


who snatch their meals. 


The day's rations consists 
of 


three compact packages of 
con- 


centrated food with enough calories 
and vitamins to keep a soldier fit. 


For breakfast, I had a package 


each of defense biscuits and com- 
pressed graham biscuits, one can 
of veal, a package 
of 
malted 


milk dextrose tablets, two pack- 
ages of soluble coffee, three tablets 
of sugar and a stick of chewing 
gum. 


It was loo much—I passed up the 


meat and put some of the biscuits 
in my pockets to nibble on the way 
to work. 


I ate lunch at my desk. 
The 


biscuits were the same as at break- 
fast, and the meat was a flat sau- 
sage. 1 passed up a lube of bouillon 
—which would have made a pint 
of soup — but 
chewed away on 


dextrose tablets and a slick 
of 


chewing gum—to cut down thirst. 
For dinner, after mowing 
the 


lawn, I dived into 
the 
supper 


carton and came up with a very 
dark sausage, the usual biscuits, 
a large bar of chocolate, 
three 


lumps of sugar, a package 
o f 


lemon juice powder that made ex- 
cellent lemonade, and gum. 


That ended the experiment, but- 
Passing the icebox about 10:30 


p.m. — stopped for a snack — a 
chicken wing, a bowl of pickled 
beets, a slice of cold cooked liver 
and a dish of tapioca—'than strag- 
gled off to bed wishing I hadn't. 


My reaction was that the 
food 


value in ration "K" is more than 
ample—it contains 3,726 calorics or 
26 more than the average man 
requires in a day—but 
that 
it 


doesn't fill up the space like the 
usual "three squares."
